Summary of Exception approved by the lACUC 


One protocol, entitled “Eradication of acquired anti-human factor IX (hFIX) antibodies in 
Rhesus macaques treats animals that initially were used in association with another 
protocol belonging to the same principal investigator. In this previous protocol, animals 
are transfected with an adeno-associated viral vector as a gene therapy model for the 
treatment of hemophilia B. Occasionally, the expression of hFIX has been abrogated by 
the development of anti-hFIX antibodies as occurs in about 10% of human patients that 
receive similar treatments. In the latter protocol, monkeys that develop anti-hFIX 
antibodies are treated with Rituximab in combination with cyclosporine A (CyA) in an 
attempt to eradicate the antibodies. Because the second protocol involved non-invasive 
procedures, mimicked human patient treatment, and entailed close monitoring of the 
health status of each animal, the lACUC felt that the exception to the Guide was 
warranted. Moreover, in allowing this exception, fewer animals are used overall while 
maintaining the highest standards of animal care and welfare.
